was only two years., there were several soldiers who had been inducted as

H 63)~Csonid (Q UB/lI 6i0-0erszentmikl*rfs (h UC/lI YU) area during one- week in 
early June* Source learned from conversations that tho exorcise v/ax designed 
primarily for the training of battery com lender s * During the exercise, the 2d 
Battery Tins to protect tho Csomad railroad station against air atfs.de* The 
oxerciso also included record firing vrith infantry weapons* The political HOC 
of the 2d Battery told of an order requiring all political officers and enlisted 
men holding political assignments to bo experts in the firing of pistols and 
submachine guns in order not to lose their special status* During the week of 
tho exercise, the special service unit of the 1st Bn arranged for a well- 
attended night of entertainment in order that soldiers and civilians might - 
become acquainted «, During a meting for officers aid TIC 0s in early June 1.951* 
it was announced that tho entire regiment would move to llagyorossi (Q Up/H 68) 
for record, firing from 20 June to 20 Gepteabor. A large number of reservists 
wore to be inducted for this training period* About half of the. 85-m shells 
stored in the Mat yas Barracks were si lipped to I-Tagyoroszi as early as tho 
beginning of June* Personnel of tho light AAA regiment in Budapest-Ferihegy 
arrived to guard the installations of the 2d Battery*
